III. PURPOSE AND NEED 
 

Need: KY 245 is congested during peak periods especially near the major traffic generators. 
Growth along this corridor is expected to continue. There are collision patterns at intersections 
and scattered throughout the corridor. KY 245 serves as a bypass of Bardstown and provides a 
connection directly to I-65 to the North. 
 
Purpose: The purpose of this project is to address the congestion of KY 245 and to improve the 
safety, mobility, and connectivity between the Bluegrass Parkway and I-65 by improving the 
existing bypass of downtown Bardstown.

For state-funded projects, if a Selection Committee vote results in a tie between two (2) firms, 
one (1) of which will perform more of the work tasks in Kentucky than the other, then the former 
firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
